Man wrestles vicious dog

A man who intervened as 
two vicious dogs attacked 
two smaller dogs - killing 
one - has had nightmares 
about what he saw. 

Liam Blair, 24, from Tol- 
worth, was working on his 
aunt’s garage roof on 
Thursday, January 29, 
when he saw two bichon 
frises being attacked by 
what police have described 
as two “pitbull-type” dogs. 

The attack, at about 9am 


in Elmbridge Avenue, left 
one of the smaller dogs 
dead, while the other is still 
being treated for its injuries. 

Mr Blair said: “I saw a guy 
walking his two little dogs, 
and these two big dogs came 
out of nowhere. They didn’t 
have collars. 

“I heard barking, then 
screaming. 

“I managed to get one of 
the dogs in a headlock - the 
other one ran off down to¬ 
wards the A3. 

“Another guy came along 
and had some rope, and we 
tied the dog to a lamppost. 

“The police arrived and 


took it away.” 

He added: “I’m still 
shaking. 

“I’ve had nightmares 
about it. There was blood 
everywhere. It wasn’t some¬ 
thing anyone wanted to 
see.” 

The owner of the bichon 
frises, who asked not to be 
named, said he had taken 
his two dogs for their usual 
weekday walk when the pit¬ 
bull-type dog ran across the 
road and attacked one his 
pets. 

He said: “I tried to pum¬ 
mel its head and neck to no 
avail. Next thing the other

dog had crossed over and 
was attacking [my other 
dog]. 

“Initially, nobody else was 
about, but as I started 
shouting repeatedly ‘Some¬ 
body get the dog off’, two 
men and two women ap¬ 
peared. The men managed 
to get the second dog off.” 

The owner gave “heartfelt 
thanks” to Mr Blair, as well 
as another man and two 
women who helped him, 
who he credits with saving 
his other pet’s life. 

The second pet has 
scratches and three small 
puncture wounds, and is on 


antibiotics, he added. 

The owner of the bichon 
frises added: “This dreadful 
experience I would not wish 
on anyone, and I am 
distraught. 

“To the owner of the pit¬ 
bull or staffy-type dogs, all I 
can say is you have the hol¬ 
low satisfaction of knowing 
one of your dogs all too fully 
achieved the objective it was 
bred for.” 

A Kingston police 
spokesman said no arrests 
had been made in relation to 
the attack. 

One of the pitbull-type 
dogs is still missing.

Teen joyrider admits taking car 


A teenager has admitted 
taking his mother’s Mer¬ 
cedes and driving the 
wrong way around 
Kingston town centre’s 
one-way system during a 
high speed police chase. 

The 16-year-old, who 
cannot be named for 
legal reasons, pleaded 
guilty to aggravated 
vehicle taking and dan¬ 
gerous driving when 
he appeared at Wimble¬ 
don Youth Court on 
Wednesday. 

His parents accompa¬ 
nied him for the hearing, 
where he admitted he 
was driving at excessive 
speed and put pedestri¬ 
ans at risk of injury. 

Defence counsel Jen¬ 
nifer Siddorn said: “He 
accepts his driving was 
appalling and well below 
the standard. 

“If he lost control of 
the car there would 
have been catastrophic 
consequences.” 

The youngster, who has 
attention deficit hyperac¬ 
tivity disorder, or ADHD, 
will be sentenced on 
Monday, February 23. 

He was given an inter¬ 
im driving disqualifica¬ 
tion until then, with 
magistrate chairman 
Danny Rich warning him 
breaking this would land 
him in jail. 

Mr Rich said: “He is 
lucky he did not hit 
anybody.”

the public just after 
2.30am on Sunday, Octo¬ 
ber 19. 

Prosecutor Salina Ayub 
said: “There was a call 
made by a member of the 
public who believed that 
the vehicle was being 
driven by someone under 
the influence of alcohol. 

“He had driven through 
several red lights and al¬ 
most collided with a 
member of public. The 
vehicle was driving er¬ 
ratically and swerving 


all over the road.” 

She said the driver was 
alleged to have nearly 
run into pedestrians on 
three separate occasions 
during the chase, 
although this was 
disputed. 

The youngster also de¬ 
nied driving into a police 
officer who tried to stop 
him. 

But Mr Rich said: “This 
is an extremely danger¬ 
ous piece of driving 
through the streets of 
Kingston.” 

When police officers 
were finally able to stop 
the driver - having 
smashed the car’s win¬ 
dows and jumped in to 
pull the handbrake up 
after he crashed into a 
traffic island in Wheat- 
field Way - the teenager 
said he had failed to stop 
because he did not have 
insurance, the court 
heard. 

The boy had been given 
a warning for aggravated 
vehicle taking in March 
2011, and also has other 
non-driving related con¬ 
victions, which were not 
disclosed in court. 

He was also the subject 
of a youth rehabilitation 
order at the time of the 
2014 crime. 

An application by the 
Kingston Guardian to lift 
the anonymity of the 
youth was refused pend¬ 
ing pre-sentence reports 
to determine his 
vulnerability.

Consultation: St Luke’s could change its criteria Deadiinepix KT89684

A Kingston school has launched 
a consultation into whether it 
should drop its church criteria 
for admissions. 

St Luke’s Church of England 
Primary School, in Acre Road, 
has proposed allowing children 
who do not attend church into its 
intake from 2016. 

Headteacher Pat Allan wrote to 
parents about the consultation at 
the start of this term. 

She said: “I am aware that sev¬ 
eral parents are concerned that 
removing the church criteria 
will change the Christian ethos 
of the school. 

“The staff and governors want 
to assure all parents that the 
links with St Luke’s parish and 
the Christian ethos of the school 
will remain at the heart of 
school policies and practice. 

“There is a trust deed, which 
outlines our responsibilities as a 
church school to serve our com¬ 
munity and to uphold the Chris¬ 
tian foundation of the school. 

“St Luke’s will still be a church 
school with Christian values at 
the heart of all we do. This is not 
because we are legally bound but 
because the governors and staff 
wish it to be so.” 

A letter to parents from Father 
Martin Hislop of St Luke’s 


Church also supported the pro¬ 
posed change. 

It read: “For quite some time 
now I have been very uncomfort¬ 
able with aspects of the admis¬ 
sions criteria for the school and 
in particular the need to keep a 
register for church attendance. 

“Iam aware that some parish¬ 
ioners feel that there are those 
who attend church only to gain 
admission for their children and 
then no longer attend. 

“Both the requirement for 


recorded attendance and the 
cynicism about attendance do 
not contribute to a positive and 
affirming atmosphere for the 
nurture of faith.” 

He said he did not believe the 
change would make a “differ¬ 
ence to that vital ethos” of the 
school. 

The consultation is set to run 
until noon on Friday, February 
20 .

Dissatisfied 

More than a quarter of passengers are 
dissatisfied with South West Trains’ 
(SWT) suburban services, according to 
new data released by the Government. 

The 27 per cent figure for overall 
satisfaction is among the lowest in the 
country. 

The company’s London services 
gained the approval of 79 per cent of 
people, according to Government body 
Passenger Focus. 

The new figures show years of above- 
inflation fare hikes have left passengers 
disillusioned, with just 38 and 29 per 
cent saying they got value for money 
from SWT’s London and suburban ser¬ 
vices, respectively. 

Tim Shoveller, chief executive of the 
SWT-Network Rail alliance, admitted 
“more work needs to be done to deliver 
the train service our customers 
deserve.” 

He said: “We are replacing ageing in¬ 
frastructure across 643 miles of track 
and investing £250m in 250 new and re¬ 
furbished carriages that will provide a 
30 per cent peak-time capacity boost. 

“There is no quick or easy fix to im¬ 
prove reliability, boost capacity and 
catch up on years of under-investment.”

Cadets say goodbye to Harrier

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After 10 years as Surbiton air 
cadets’ pride and joy, a Falk- 
lands-era Harrier jump jet has 
left the borough where it was 
built for what is likely to be 
the last time. 

The Harrier, built in 
Kingston’s Hawker factory 
and posted to Port Stanley 


after the 1982 conflict, has 
been bought by Yorkshire- 
based restorers Jet Art Avia¬ 
tion (JAA). 

It was winched into the 
cadets’ Tolworth headquar¬ 
ters in 2005, but last summer 
the Ministry of Defence said it 
would be sold due to health 
and safety fears. 

The iconic aircraft was driv¬ 
en away on Wednesday last 
week. 

Former Surbiton cadet 


James Manning, 24, took 
a 1,200-mile round trip from 
Aberdeenshire to watch the jet 
go. 

He said: “It is quite sad to see 
her in the state that she’s in. 

“She’s a shell of an aircraft, 
like a bird without its wings. 
I’m hugely happy that some¬ 
one’s going to be giving her 
the care and attention she 
deserves. 

“Hopefully she will end up 
somewhere in this country. 


I’m going to go and see her 
wherever she ends up.” 

JAA managing director 
Chris Wilson said: “We’ve got 
a passion for Harriers. It’s a 
British icon of British engi¬ 
neering at its best. It’s a prime 
example of when British inge¬ 
nuity was leading the world. 
It’s an air show favourite. 

“[The Harrier] will be 
totally transformed - we will 
basically restore it to its for¬ 
mer glory.” 


Mr Wilson, a former air 
cadet and RAF airframe tech¬ 
nician, added: “I see it from 
the cadets’ point of view, and 
myself and my team are very 
sympathetic to what they are 
feeling right now. 

“More and more people are 
investing in rare aircraft and 
cars, and then they put them 
on display. 

That would be the ultimate 
for us, if it did end up on pub¬ 
lic display somewhere.”

Wear and tear 

• A tender notice sent out 
by the Ministry of Defence 
described the condition of 
the jet. 

It said: “The airframe is old 
and shows some signs of 
weather-induced wear. 

“Although the structure of 
the aircraft does not present 
an immediate health and 
safety hazard, the full struc¬ 
tural integrity of the airframe 
is not known. 

“The engine may contain 
residual radioactive 
materials.” 

• Jet Art Aviation, headed by 
former RAF engineer Chris 
Wilson, has restored a num¬ 
ber of Harriers before. 

Its other projects have in¬ 
cluded several Tornado jets 
and a rare German F-104 
Starfighter - a Lockheed-de¬ 
signed supersonic interceptor 
introduced in the late 1950s. 

The company brought a 
team of five, plus a lorry driv¬ 
er and winch operator, to re¬ 
move XZ-130 from Tolworth.

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‘Troubled’ university 
student took own life

A young man with a history of 
mental health problems took his 
own life while his mind was dis¬ 
turbed, a coroner has ruled. 

Dario Olivo, 20, from Nower 
Road, Dorking, was a former 
Hinchley Wood School student 
who was studying art and design 
at the University for the Creative 
Arts in Epsom. He died after 
falling from Eden Walk car park 
in Kingston town centre on Octo¬ 
ber 21 last year. 

At his inquest on Wednesday, 
January 28, Mr Olivo’s mother 
Rosquetu Delgado, from Esher, 
said: “He planned to kill himself 
one day. 

“I just thought he would have 
been protected a bit more. 

“I told him not to leave his little 
sisters, his three little sisters, 
and he said he wouldn’t.” 

Dr Gemma Kong, from Dorking 
Medical Practice, said Mr Olivo 
had schizophrenia and border¬ 
line personality disorder diag¬ 
nosed, and had being sectioned 
in May 2014. 

He also had a history of drug 
use, and had taken a number of 
overdoses from 2011 to 2014. 

The most recent was a heroin

overdose on October 12, 
when he was admitted to East 
Surrey Hospital and told 
doctors he had planned to kill 
himself. 

But a doctor from Epsom Hos¬ 
pital home treatment team, who 
visited Mr Olivo on the morning 
he died, said although he spoke 
of voices in his head and seemed 
irritable, she had no reason to 


suspect he was an immediate 
risk because he seemed calm 
and was accepting of the care 
plan she suggested. 

Coroner Jeremy Chipperfield 
made reference to Mr Olivo’s his¬ 
tory of mental health problems 
and previous acts of self-harm 
before concluding at West Lon¬ 
don Coroner’s Court: “Mr Olivo 
took his own life while the bal¬ 
ance of his mind was disturbed.” 

Mr Olivo was the second per¬ 
son to die after falling from Eden 
Walk car park in as many days. 

Adam Kotynski, 35, from 
Florence Road in Walton, died 
the day before Mr Olivo, on Octo¬ 
ber 20. 

His inquest was also due to be 
held on Wednesday, but was 
postponed because a witness 
could not attend.

Lib Dems unclear Recycling 

chnuld hp 

on waste costings encouraged 


The council’s decision on the in¬ 
troduction of a new system of 
waste collection in Kingston was 
taken behind closed doors, so the 
full financial details are deemed 
too secret for us, mere electorates. 

What we do know, however, is 
that when the Liberal Democrats 
are on shaky ground, they repeat 
their points ad nauseum in the 
hope that a distortion will trans¬ 
mogrify into a truth if repeated 
with sufficient frequency. 

So it is with waste disposal. 

Recycling bins overflow with 
soggy Liberal Democrat pam¬ 
phlets maintaining that the Con¬ 
servatives are axing recycling, 
although Edward Davey did con¬ 
cede in a letter to St James ward 
electors that they would still be 
able to put their vegetables in a 
weekly collection - presumably 
the Liberal Democrats had 
identified an excess of carnivo¬ 
rous electors. 

Even the Kingston Guardian let¬ 
ters page was bursting with mis¬ 
placed political indignation. Mr 
Davey claimed the current system 
could be retained and money 
could still be saved, so I wrote to 
him asking him to email me the 
costings behind his assertion 


before the council meeting. 

Needless to say, a reply was re¬ 
ceived well after the meeting, 
claiming he believed money could 
be saved by introducing a contain¬ 
er for paper and keeping weekly 
collections, and that the Tories 
should have costed this option. 

As an opposition, the Liberal 
Democrats had not seen fit to ask 
about this. Surely this is their 
role as opposition? A question is 
certainly cheaper than flooding 
letterboxes. 

The motion put forward by the 
Liberal Democrats at the meeting 
did not mention any alternative 
costing. 

I can only assume that there has 
been no alternative financial mod¬ 
elling by the Liberal Democrats, 
and the claim that the present sys¬ 
tem can continue as it is and save 
money is nothing more than the 
usual Lib Dem political fiction. 

Anyone who reads the council 
papers on waste disposal will have 
realised that changes have to take 
place because the bespoke lorries 
are reaching the end of their life 
and have to be replaced. 

The lorries house someone who 
sorts out the materials to be recy¬ 
cled for us. 


Are the Liberal Democrats real¬ 
ly saying we are so stupid we can¬ 
not discern what is glass and tin 
and what is paper, and put them in 
separate boxes? 

Will Mr Davey’s breakfast be 
spoilt by anxiety over whether his 
cereals are in a tin or a cardboard 
container? 

Yes, there may be some places 
where an extra container for 
paper might present a difficulty, 
but I do not recognise a Kingston 
where the majority of houses 
have no space outside the front 
door, as was suggested. 

The proposals suggest £600,000 
saving a year. 

That would more than pay for 
our Labour councillor’s proposal 
for a living wage for 539 council 
employees, who are paid less than 
a living wage in a borough with 
the highest council tax in London, 
and where there are far too few af¬ 
fordable houses and flats. 

Or do they think the right not to 
sort our rubbish and have a full 
weekly collection is more impor¬ 
tant than paying the people our 
council employs a living wage?

Don’t just repaint white lines 


Your article (Mini Holland plans 
“not set in concrete”, January 22) 
suggested that the proposals for 
cycling provisions in Portsmouth 
Road have been watered down to 
little more than repainting the 
existing white lines, which will 
achieve nothing. 

If the budget will only extend to 
a pot of white paint, the line 
should be drawn about 10ft to the 
west - the width of the Queen’s 
Promenade is perfectly adequate 
for a shared use segregated cycle 
path, being at least as wide as the 
one on the other bank of the 
river, and more than double the 
width of the one in Canbury Gar¬ 
dens (where the arrangement is 
bizarrely back-to-front, with cy¬ 
clists only allowed to use the 


narrow path right next to the 
river, and not the upper one, that 
would be safer for all concerned). 

Like Canbury Gardens, 
Queen’s Promenade actually 
comprises two parallel paths.

21-storey tower not welcome 


There is much to commend in the 
revised scheme for the old post of¬ 
fice, but there are problems too, 
and the biggest of these is the pro¬ 
posal to build a 21-storey tower. 

There are several aspects of the 
proposal that the Kingston Society 
fully supports. 

We welcome the proposed 
restoration of the old post office 
and the telephone exchange. 

We also welcome the creation of 
a new public space, and the inten¬ 
tion to attract boutique shops that 
add to the range of retail outlets in 
Kingston, and the use of bricks to 
match the predominant style of 
the town. 

We support the revision to the 
previous plans to accommodate 
the mini-Holland scheme for 
Wheatfield Way and the more var¬ 
ied appearance given to that 
frontage, with its mixture of 
heights and finishes. 

We note that the plans have also 
been modified to make more space 
around the two listed buildings. 

However, we would have liked 


more room given to the telephone 
exchange, which looks rather 
hemmed in by the blocks either 
side of it. 

There are other aspects of the 
proposal we are less happy with. 

The scheme is very dense and 
the proposition of affordable hous¬ 
ing at 15 per cent is well below the 
council’s guidelines. 

There is one aspect of the 
scheme that we find completely 
unacceptable and that is the 
height of the tallest tower. 

At 21 storeys, it is considerably 
taller than anything else nearby. 
We think that this tower would 
have an unacceptable visual im¬ 
pact from several locations, in¬ 
cluding Richmond Park (where it 
would protrude over the horizon), 
and the Fairfield. 

We also think that the height 
would set a dangerous precedent 
for other locations in Kingston, 
particularly Eden Walk.
